Covina man who was in the collision 
between a wagon and a motorcycle 
he was riding last-Friday night, are 
reported by Dr. R. Manning 
Clarke 
as healing as rapidly as could be ex­ 
pected. 
He lies in his room at the 
Hotel Vendome, and his friends aro 
giving him every attention possible. 


Moore's right leg was broken 
in 
twoi places below the knee, when a 
motorcycle, driven by Arthur 
Adsit, 
upon which Moore was also riding, 
Btriick % vegetable wagon driven by 
R. Kadekaru, a Japanese. 
The acci­ 
dent occurred Just on top of the small 
bridge between Lark Ellen and Vln 
cent streets. 
The Japanese did not 
have a light on his wagon. 


Adsit, In a statement made 
after­ 
ward, said that the wagon was on thS 
raise of ground at the bridge, and that 
when the motorcycle approached, the 
lighti on the machine did not disclose 
the wagon, owing to the motorcycle 
being on lower ground.

boys 
were thrown against the abutments of 
the bridge, Adsit receiving severe lac- 
erationsl' about the face from 
being 
dragged along against the concrete 
side of J:be bridge. 
Moore's leg was 
dbtibled beneath the motorcycle. 


Both boys were brought to Covina, 
and Drs. Jennings and Clarke iattend- 
e d ' t o Moore at the Hotel Vendome. 
The physicians say that the fractures 
are very, serious, but .that the bqncs

ORIGINAL TREES IN 


WITH SENTIMENTAL CARE-ITS DISCOVERY-

From the flies of Levi 
Chubuck, 
an agilcultoriat of the Unltea States 
department of agriculture, with head- 
tjuarterB in this city, Is • iearnefl that 
the late William Saunders, who was 
superintendent 
of 
the 
propagating 
gardens of the department of agricul­ 
ture, in Washington, D, C, for 40 
years, is the man who made It possl- 
hle for us to plan the celebration of 
the fortieth 
anniversary of the in­ 
troduction of the navel 
orange in 
Southern 
California. 


The celebration is to be held next 


AVTW, and in advance of that date It 
will do us no harm to learn as much 
as possible in regard to the coming 
of the tree which has developed into 
an 
$8,000,000 industry for Southern 
California. 


William Saunders, who gave us the 
navei orange, was born in Scotland, 
December 7, 1822. He came to Amer­ 
ica in 1848, became 
superintendent 
of the propagating 
gardens of Uie 
department of agriculture, 
Washing­ 
ton, D. C„ in 1862, and died at Wash­ 
ington, September 11, ,1000. Concern­ 
ing his accomplishments in the ser­ 
vice of the department, the Vear book 
of the department says 


"Among the most useful 
services 
rendered by Mr. Saunders was his 
introduction of numerous and valu­ 
able 
economic 
plants. 
That 
work 
began with his landing in this coun­ 
try, for he brought with him several 
books on plants and several 
boxes 
of 
plants, 
among 
whicli 
was the 
Cryptomeria 
Japonlca, 
which 
had 
just been introduced in ISngland, His 
Interest in this sort of work never 
llagged, 
and 
through 
his 
entire 
career his efforts were directed along 
such lines. 
It would be impossible 
to enumerate every one of the econ­ 
omic 
plants, now growing 
In 
this 
country, 
for 
the 
Introduction 
of 
•which ho was responsible, but a few 
of the most important ones can be 
mentioned. 
First In importance, as 
well as one of the earliest, bhrono- 
loglcally, was. the navel oranRo." He 
also introduced the 
Japanese 
per- 
islmmon', ^he 'Citrus Trtfollata, the 
' eucalyptus 
tree and 
the 
camphor 
tree. 


Concerning the introduction 
into 
the United States of the navel or­ 
ange, the following extract from Mr. 
Saunders' own note book, transcrib­ 
ed by his daughter, Belle C. Saund­ 
ers of Washington, D.C„ gives pro­ 
bably the most 
authentic 
first-hand 
facts obtainable on the subject, Mr. 
Saunders said: 


"Some time in 1809 Horace Capron, 
who was commissioner of agriculture 
at that time, brought to my ofhceand 
road to me a letter which he had Just 
received from a correspondent at l)a- 
hia, Brazil, 
Among other 
matters, 
special mention was made of a 
fine 
needless orange of largo size and finu 
llavor. 


"Thinking that It might bo of val­ 
ue in this country, 1 wrote to Iho 
address of the writer and sent a let­ 
ter asking to bo tho recipient of a 
few plants of this orange. 
The re 
(luest brought to mo, In the course 
of ilmo, n small box of orango twigs 
which wore dry and utterly useless. 
1 promptly sent a letter, requosting 
that somebody be emiiloyed to gr^ft 
a few trees on young 
stocks, 
an­ 
nouncing that nil expenses would bo 
paid by the Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 


"Ultimately a box, containing 
12 
newly-budded trees, arrived and, be­ 
ing iiacked as I had suggested, they 
wore found to be in fairly good con- 
<litlon. 
1 believe thut 
only two of 
them 
tailed to grow. 
No'expenses 
were charged, so I presume that tho 
iorrospondenl 
sent 
them as a gift. 
Ail that I ever knew obout tho donor 
1B that she was a woman, and that 
the 
correspondoncp, HO far as sbo 
was concprneU, was not olIlcUU.

Washington Navel, all of which was 
uncalled for, 
but 
the 
department 
could not alter the situation, and so 
it was considered best to adopt the 
name In order to avoid further con­ 
fusion. 
- 


"We budddd many hundreds of the 
trees 
from 
time to time and sent 
them to Florida, where they 
never 
became very popular, owing to the 
fact that they did not bear plentiful­ 
ly. 
I have seen trees 15 feet high— 
fine 
trees—at Rocklege, 
with 
not 
more than two dozen fruits on them. 
Why it 'fruits 
better in 
California 
than It does In Florida is not known. 


"In tho orange house of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture It 
has 
never 
fruited heavily, but It Is most pro­ 
fuse 'in flowe/s. 
It was thought that 
the original trees were not all of one 
kind, and that those which were sent 
to Florida were of different varieties, 
but that is a mistake, for they were 
all fruited In Washington, D.C., and 
all were alike. 


"I imve always found a tendency \o 
throw discredit on the work of the 
department, whenever it can be in­ 
dulged in. 
When I announced 
that 
the flowers were destitute of pollen, 
the question was asked 'If it has no 
pollen how comes it that it affects 
trees all around it and causes them 
to produce navel oranges?' 
To this 
I answered that the absence or pres­ 
ence of pollen In the blossom was a 
matter of easy identification by even 
a very ordinary 
observer, 
but 
no 
such statement was ever announced. 
The navel mark is frequently 
seen 
on the St. Michael and other varie­ 
ties, and is a very Indefinite article. 
If It had. an abundance of pollen tlie 
fruit would probably not be seedless. 


"Califomians admit that its Intro­ 
duction has been of great value to 
their ,;fl|jite. Many thouaonds of acres 
have be6n planted, and. preyious to 
,1808 upwards of 2000 carloads of the 
fruit were transported to the eastern 
markets In a single year. The Wash 
ington Navel has proved to be per 
haps the most valuable Introduction, 
in the way of fruit, ever made by the 
United 
States 
Department of Agri­ 
culture." 


The United 
States Crop 
Reporter 
says that, although the development 
and success of their culture 
const! 
tuted a subject of unusual 
interest, 
the distribution of Washington Navel 
orange trees, by the department, at­ 
tracted no great amount of attention 
until the winter of 1878-7!), and that 
the great interest then aroused was 
centered upon the two trees which 
that year came into bearing upon the 
premises of Luther 
C. 
Tibbets at 
Riverside. 


Sixteen 
oranges 
constituted the 
first "crop from the two trees, but 
was of peculiar importance as being 
the first crop of 
seedless 
oranges 
ever produced 
in 
North 
America. 
Tile now variety attracted widespread 
attention from the fruit growers and 
ranchmen of Southern California, and 
the Tibbets orange trees at once bo- 
came famous. 


In the following year 
the 
trees 
yielded several dozens 
ot 
oranges, 
and 
people who had been 
growing 
tho old varieties 
traveled 
hU|ndreda 
ot miles to see the Washington Na­ 
vels in fruitage. 
Few would believe 
that the 
trees were other than a 
freak of nature. 
The doubt was al­ 
most imiversal as to whether a seed­ 
less fruit could be propagated to a 
point of profitable 
production. 


After the (Jjjlifomia trees came in­ 
to bearing, the demand upon the De­ 
partment of Agriculture for orange 
trees of tho new variety soon exceed­ 
ed all the possibilities of supply. Tho 
Tibbets trees were tho 
only 
other 
source from which a supply of buds 
oouhl bo obtained wllli conlldonco. it 
seonis that tho young plants distrib­ 
uted In earlier years by tho dopart- 
nieni had boon lost sight of.

that tlioy are said to 
have sold for $5 a dozen.-

It is this malformation of the 
pistils or embryonic ovaVies which 
causes the peculiar unbilical 
mark, 
either largp or small, which 
gives 
the name 'navel," by which this or­ 
ange is most commonly known. The 
first "Washington 
Navels brought to 
the general notice of the public were 
exhibited at the citn|s fair at this 
place in 1879. 


One of the 12 navel orange trees 
that came from 
Bahia, Brazil, still 
occupies Its comfortable quarters in 
the orange greenhouse at Washing­ 
ton, D.C. .The two trees which Mr. 
Saunders 
sent to Mrs. Tibbets of 
this city are still living and produc­ 
tive. 
One occupies a roomy plot of 
ground at the head of Magnolia ave­ 
nue. 
The other Is doing (steel), pick­ 
et duty in the patio of the Olenwood 
Mission Inn. It was transplanted to 
th^t place by Ex-president Theodore 
Roosevelt in 1908.

a' rise or fall in the mercuiry column. 


A eObic inch of mercury weighs holf 
a pound. 
When the mercury falls an 
Inch a weight of one ton Is removed 
from 
every 4,000 -square inches 
of 
surf'ace. 
This is a ton fqr^very area 
five and a quarter fcfet square. 
If 
yptir' bouse, for instance, ia 26 by 40 
feet, with an area of 1,000 square feet, 
a load'of about thirty-six tons Is lift­ 
ed from tha roof every time the ba­ 
rometer shows an Inch fall—that is, a 
thirty-six ton load would be lifted If 
the bouse were air tight 
But as air 
presses in every direction there Is as 
much of a push upward ayfninst the 
roof from below as there is of a push 
downward from above. 
So the roof, 
actually feels no effect from the re­ 
moval of this heavy load. 


In the same way a man of avera|;e 
size would be relieved of a weight of 
about a ton ahd a half if tbere were 
no air chambers In.the human body. 


It has been figured that a fnllof an 
Inch in the barometer over a territory 
400 miles square removes a 
weight 
from the surface of the earth of lUO.- 
OOO.OQO.OOO tons. 
If this were loaded 
on freight cars, twenty tons to the car. 
and thirty cars to the train, more thon 
2eO.000.6o6 trains would be required

If each train were 500 feet 
long they would stretch out In a line 
more than 25.000.000 miles long.

No real lily grows or ever grew with­ 
in the confines of the Holy Land. The 
white Illy (Lllium candidum). which la 
often mistaken for the plant pf Scrip­ 
ture, Is not a native of Palestine, nor 
can it be made to grow there, even In 
cultivation, without great care.

"Tlie" tint of its blossoms is from 'blood 
red' to, crlhison; and It'la called wind 
flower, not as commonly supposed, ibo- 
cnuse the ilender stemmed 
blossoms 
sway in the breeze, but because the 
hairy seeds of some species are can-led 
and propagated by the wind. 


The fact that Christ used the word 
"lily" when a wind flower or anemone 
was meant need not surprise us, for 
the word was used ns the people of his 
day used It 
And all the ancient peo­ 
ples, even the Greeks, employed 
the 
word llUum or llrlon or krinon •when 
referring to any plant with a cupUko 
flower. 
Even today, when 
scientists 
speak of common plants, they mention 
"water lilies," "lilies of the valley," 
etc.. olthouBh they know full well that 
these plants are no^ real lilies nor 
even closely related to them.—Baltl 
more American.

bloody battling against man. In point of members engaged it prob­ 
ably is greater than any the world has yet witnessed, but it has as 
yet experienced no such awful slaughter as was experienced at Cha­ 
lons, located right in the zone of the present conflict. It was in the 
year 451, fought betwen Attila, king of the Huns, who was supported 
by countless hordes of Scythian cavalry, by the Rugians, the Heruli, 
the Thuringians, the Franks, the Burgundians, and the Ostrogoths, 
various forbears of the present nations now engaged in the deadly 
grip. It was this countless horde on one side and the Romans under 
Aetius and the Visigoths, under Theodoric, on the other and it was 
the horde that was finally beaten back.

SPRAYED WITH 
WASH. 
By 8. W. Funk, 
" 


There 
have beefe many 
inquiries 
coming to me In the past teiT days, 
asking why I spfiyed with whitewash 
and what the results are thus far, 


llav 
whitewash 
ought to exterminate all kinds of ver­ 
min from the citrus tree, by killing 
and 
preventing 
them 
from 
landing 
suitable lodging where the leaves and 
llm!>B were covered with a coat of 
whitewash, while the lime being por­ 
ous would allow all necessary respi­ 
ration to be carried on through t h e 
leaf. 
Also to clean the trees ot moss, 
and destroy the sooty mold 
fungus 
growing from the honeydew excreted 
from the scale, which Is said to be 
more dotormlnod than the scale It­ 
self. 1 also had an Idea that tho lime 
would prevent the "brown rot" and 
"blue mold" and give us much clear­ 
er fruit with less washing, as my ex­ 
perience has been that lime comes oil 
the fruit very easily If nothing else is 
mixed with It. if the trees are spray 
ed before any sooty mold forms on 
the fruit, 
simply 
brushing 
should 
clean It. If this can be done we no 
doubt will have much less decay In 
transit, tor my experience has been 
that 
fruit 
carries 
much better un 
washed. 


Also, since the whitewash seems to 
be a nonconductor of hoa^ that the 
fruit ought to firmly hang on the tree 
possibly one or two months 
longer 
Also that the largo amount of light 
rellected 
by the lime through the 
tree wo'iild bo of value in the sweeten 
Ing qualities of the fruit, as well as 
sweetening the sap ot tho tree, there 
by giving more perfect 
circulation 
and thus helping to prevent gum. dis­ 
ease, and other abnorma) oondltions 
ot the tree. On the benefits of ll|;bt, 
our State DuUetln, No., 223, on the 
Dlack Scale, page 54, says, regarding 
the sooty mold fijngus: 
"This com­ 
plete coating as ls,-often found on tho 
loaf interferes with the normal func­ 
tions'of the leaf by shutting off light. 
Light is nqoessary for the format^>o 
of starch and sugar, and consequesjl,-) 
ly the sugar content of the fruit may 
be gr«atly nnluced." 
v,>' 
i;-.. 


The Black Scale Pest 


The extermination of t h e black 
scale was the main object that I hop­ 
ed to accomplish. I did not aim to 
slaughter them oft by the wholesale. 
I expected many of them to be short­ 
ly killed, however, my principal aim 
was to coat the limbs and leaves, and 
thereby prevent any unhatched scale 
from 
finding 
lodgment. 
Those 
that 
are covered up and cannot get rid of 
the honeydew excreted would die of 
their own filth. Also those not cov­ 
ered, or not killed before the second 
molt, and should attempt to migrate 
to the limbs, would not be able to get 
a lodging on limbs coated with lime. 
According to the bulletin referred to 
above, the greater per cent of the 
scale first settles on the leaves, and 
remains until after the second molt, 
which is about three months, and 
then migrate to the limbs. 
Lime Goes Into Ground. 


After these things were partly or 
wholly accomplished, I expected even­ 
tually to get the full benefit of the 
ilme on the ground as a fertilizer, and 
to sweeten the soil and prevent root- 
rot, etc. This all sounds good, but 
we shall know later as to what ex­ 
tent it is to be realized. If not fully 
realized on all the advantage^ men­ 
tioned. I h:vo seen sufP.cient reaul'a 
to convince me that I have been well 
paid for my experilment, and would 
not hesitate to spray any quantity "f 
groves that 1 might have. 
The re­ 
sult on the scale thus far is excel 
lent. 
The , sooty-mold fungus is evi­ 
dently destroyed, and the moss on the 
trees killed. The red and white spl 
der and white louse were 
instantly 
klllid, and others cannot get hold. 


There Is an excellent growth' com 
lug out already on some ot the trees, 
some four inches long. 
Cost Not Prohibitive 


Tho cost per gallon is much cheap 
er than any other spray. 
The ilme, 
at the rate of 63 popnds to each 100 
gallons of water, giving each tree 16 
gallons, costs a little Qver 6 cents per 
tree.

The arrangement that I have for 
slaking the lime is very convenient 
and the spraying outfit can easily be 
kept going. 


It the trees are reasonably 
clean, 
the most valuatile time is to spray in 
the spring before t^e scale hatch, thus 
preventing the young from 
finding 
lodginent, which die in 60 hours. How­ 
ever, trees bad with scale, great dam­ 
age will be done until spring, and the 
loss of another crop, hence. It is more 
important to spray as soon as possi­ 
ble, this fall before the second molt, 
and the scale begin to migrate onto 
the limbs, and also to clean the trees 
of sooty mold, besides killing a large 
per cent of the scale and other ver­ 
min, and then In the spring give the 
tree another light spraying to touch 
up what washes off.

These marketing costs are the low-, 
est of any agricultural 
crop in tho 
world. 


During the. year exchange shippers 
were paid $108,428, for 
overcharges 
and breakages and damage to fruit 
in transit, while the refund, with in­ 
terest, to members at the tferminatlon 
of the lemon rate case, was $343,745. 
During the year the losses pf the ex­ 
change from all causes figured out at 
$355, or one-five hundred and forty- 
second of 1 per cent on the $19,246,-

To Raise Standards 


Tho following fundamental 
princi­ 
ples for solving the 
problems 
pre­ 
sented by tho assured large increase 
in production are suggested by Mr. 
Powell: 


"The average standard of the fruit 
that leaves the state must be raised, 
both in grade and keeping 
quality. 
The grade of fruit depends primarily 
on the grower and sectmdarlly on the 
grading In the packing house. 
The 
keeping quality depends on the care 
In handling the fruit In 
the groves 
and packing liouses. 
The by-product 
industry must'be developed to utilize 
the

The shipment of

should be made a state and federal 
statutory 
offense. 


"The distribution of the oralnges and 
lemcns of each grower nui.st be uni­ 
form throughout the year on a tner- 
chandislng basis; 
neither the grower 
nor shipper can speculate on the mar­ 
ket. 
The fruit must go forward nat­ 
urally 
from 
each 
grove during the 
period when it possesses 
the best 
quality for that district. 
Regular dis­ 
tribution 
Increases 
Consumption; 
It 
stabilizes the business of the ship­ 
per, tho jobber and the retailer. 
It 
furnishes the consumer with a supply 
at the lowest average price and gives 
the producer the highest average re­ 
turn because the product Is handled 
by everyone at a reasonable distribut­ 
ing profit. 
The distributing cost of 
citrus fruit after It reaches the jobber, 
like many other food products, repre­ 
sents ai)proxlmately 45 per cent of 
the consumer's cost. 
Erratic, specu­ 
lative dlBtrlbulloii increases the dis­ 
tributing costs; It results In a lower 
price to the producer, and a higher 
price to the consumer."
